WASHINGTON, February II.—In the 


senate today Senator Quay's resolution 
to recommit the tariff bill went over. 
The long pending resolution which has 
brought out so much criticism of the 
eecretary of agriculture was passed with- 
out division. The measure was amended 
so as to provide that the purchase and 
distribution of seeds shall proceed as 
heretofore. 


Klanchard, Democrat of Louisiana, 


was then recognized for a speech on tbe 
Monroe doctrine. 


Blanchard strongly commended the 


President for the reaspertion, on an en- 
larged basis, uf the Monroe doctrine and 
advocated that it bo given the function 
of legislative endorsement. "This re- 
public i3 not to act the big brother to 
each turbulent or revolutionary repub 
He or island in the western heaiiaphei 
and convulse the world about matters u 
far leas importanca than many tbalaris 
in our own country," he said, "but : 
does behoove us to proclaim a distinc 
live American policy-- a broad, compre 
hensive policy that includes within it 
Hcope the three Americas—North, Con 
trnl and South. 


"The United States stands at tb< 


head of the American sisterhood o. 
states. She has an interest at one 
direct and vital in the settlement o 
every question that can arise affectin] 
any portion of tbe American coutinen. 
or any one of the free states on the con 
tment. Indeed, ahe has an interest in 
the settlement of every national or in 
ternational question that can arise in 
the western hemisphere. Nor does thi 
position on our part militate against the 
right of any government to protect ita 
citizens in any part ot America, or to 
enforce payment of debts, or to claim 
indemnity for wrongs. 
The Monroe 


doctrine, even in its present proposed 
1 
enlarged acope, is not to be extended to 
interfere with the business relations be- 
tween 
the 
American republics and 
Europe. 


"\\ e would not interfere if war broke 


out and such countries were over-run by 
foreign troops. But, neither as the re- 
sult of such war, nor aa the result oi 
negotiation of treaty, can any European 
power acquire additional territory in 
America. 


"War waged by England or any other 


European power, with South or Central 
American countries on any just ground, 
ia no concern of ours. Only uuch War 
must not be one of conquest. And the 
war ended, foreign troops must, within 
.a reasonable time evacuate. 


"The 
Central and South American 
states desiring our aid to prevent ac- 
quisition by conquest of any of their ter- 
ritory by stronger powers, cannot ob- 
ject if we insist that neither shall they 
dispose of their territory to foreign 
powers fay treaty or other negotiations. 
It is a poor rule that will not work both 
wave." 


Mr, Allen, Populist of Nebraska, re- 


plied briefly to Mr. Vest's criticisms on 
the secretary of agriculture. Mr. Allen 
contended that any unusual allowance 
of seeds made by the secretary to Ne- 
braska was due to tbe drought there.' 


Mr. Wolcott of Colorado interrupted

drought, but the Eecretary of agriculture 
had declined to give the slightest help 
in the way "of seeds. -Mr. Wolcott hoped 
there might be some legislation on this, 
in order to "redeem an office that waa 
regarded aa worthless."

deficiency bill, Mr, Hale suggested that 
the seed bill had been disposed ot early 
in the day.

HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, February 11. —Under 


tiie arrangement made yesterday tbe 
day in the house was devoted to the 
consideration of business reported from 
the committee on District of Columbia. 


About 4 o'clock toe debate on the 


bond bill waa resumed. Concurrence 
was opposed by Messrs. Hill, Republican 
of Connecticut; Lacey, Republican of 
Iowa, and Burton, Republican of Mis- 
souri, while Messrs. Dearmoud, Demo- 
crat of Missouri, and Ogden, Democrat 
of Louisiana, spoke in ita favor. A re- 
ceas was taken at 5.30 to 8 o'clock, the 
evening session to be devoted to debate. 


There were only 113 members present 


at the night session. The Bpeakera were 
Harris of Ohio, 0. W. Stone of Pennsyl- 
vania, Brown of Tennessee, Howe of 
New York and Fowler of New York, 
Republicans, in favor of non-concurrence 
in the senate free coinage substitute, and 
Otey, Democrat of Virginia, aud Baker, 
Populist of Kansas, in favor of concur- 
rence. 


At 10 p.m. the house adjourned until 


10.30 a.m. tomorrow. 


A FIENDISH OUTRAGE. 


Footpads Inflict Brutal Punishment 


On a Penniless Man. 


Los AxuELL-5, February II.—A fiend- 


ish outrage was perpetrated, laat even- 
ing upon a young man named Fred 
Standler, lately arrived from Nebraska. 


Staudler was walking along San Fer- 


nando street early in the evening, nnd 
wasauoul to cross the viaduct into East 
Los Angelas when he waa accosted by 
two men who demanded what money he 
had on his person. Standler informed 
them that he was penniless, whereupon 
tho men threw aim to the ground, 
gagged him and gave him to understand 
that unless he produced his coin they 
would inflict a brutal outraue upon his 
person. He was unable to do this, and 
the fiends actually proceeded to carry out 
their threat. One of the men drew a 
knife and in a moment had partly 
emasculated him. 


The men then fled, leaving Standler

He 
waa discovered by an officer and brought 
to the Irving hospital where his injury 
wag pronounced serious. There ia no 
clue to the perpetrators, and as the men 
came upon Standler in the dark he 
could not observe their looks,

the country roada, railroads and tele- 
graph lines aud the probable location 
and ptrength of the enemy, were being 
collected and tabulated by a number of 
clerks. The captain general intends to 
have the whole situation mapped out 
clearly before any movements of im- 
portance are undertaken.

SENATE, 


Vote of Confidence on the Question 


of Railway Scandals Refused. 
PARIS, February 11.—Tho senatn today 


by a vote of 158 to 85 rejected the de- 
mand of M. Bourgeois, the premier, for 
a vote of confidence on the question of 
the Southern ^ailway scandals. " The 
senate then adopted n. resolution depre- 
cating the irregularities and demanding 
a searching inquiry. The cabinet met 
afterwards and decided not to resign 
but to endeavor to obtain a vote of con- 
fidence in the chamber on Thursday. 


Tho Bourgeois cabinet* was formed in 


November last, in succession to the 
Ribot cabinet which came to its fall on 
this same question of an investigation of 
the Southern railway scandals. It was 
with difficulty that M. Bourgeois was 
prevailed npon to form a cabinet at that 
time, and he has had no secure major- 
ity in the chamber at his back since the 
cabinet waa in office.

growers ot this state are very near to 
"the 
end of their rope/' 
Succeeding 


yearn of disastrous failure to secure liv- 
ing prices has brought their inevitable 
result, and a majority of those who have 
given their laud and their time exclu 
Elvely to the production of radius can 
go no further unless the meant ia found 
at once to change existing conditions. 


Su many things have been tried will 


practically no beneficial results thi 
the avenues supposed to lead to bette 
conditions appear to be very nearly tx 
haupted, and a majority of growers ar 
discouraged aud know not which way t 
turn for relief. Time and again tb 
growers have tried to organise iu con 
nection with the packers and 
eion dealers, and euch organisation 
were effected but they accomplish 
nothing. 
The j-rowera hero tried t- 


organize alone, but have not bee 
able to do eo. The commission packer 
have even tried to effect an orgamzatio 
among themselves for the purpose o 
maintaining prices, but mutual diatrns 
defeated the proposition. The co-opera 
live packing and marketing plan ia ev 
dently amove in the right direct ion, ha 
it haa much to accomplish yet before 
can control enough of the output to pro 
tect the market. It may do this even 
tually, but in the meantime ii ia powe 
less to maintain prices against unor^an 
ized and competing dealers. 


The mere proposition to "hold fo 


caah in the sweat box," means nothic 
to the grower, for without some sort 
organization ho would not get enoug 
caib to pay for handling his crop, to S 
nothing of producing it. This has bee 
demonstrated by experience the pa 
season ; it requires no demonstration K 
intelligent men. 


Looking the situation squarely in th 


iace there ia nothing encouraging in 
to growers nnleas it can be radicall 
changed. To admit defeat, however, i 
out of the question, especially when i 
is a well-known fact that the want o 
success Is wholly due to a lack of intell 
cent, modem businesa memoda in dea 
ing with the questions involved. Ther 
ia no actual overproduction of raisins 
and there will be no increase of the ou 
pnt until the demand has increased

The entire city waa brilliantly decor- 
ted in honor of the occasion and the 


waa a splendid sight, all the war- 


hips and merchant craft present being 
ecorated with bunting. The wharves 
were-crowded with people at an early 
iour and all the steamers and tue boats 
irocurable were loaded with sight seers. 


General Weyler was welcomed to the 


city by the city council on board of 
i-lfonso. He was presented wilh nn ad- 
dresa and assurance of loyalty. 


At 11 o'clock the captain general cams 


ashore and was received by General 
tfarin and staff. The streets wcre packed 
with people who displayed the greatest 
enthusiasm. In fact, rarely haa a dis- 
;inguiahed person beon received EO 
warmly as was General Weyler today. 
The balconies in all the streets about 
;he water front and hi the vicinity of 
;he palace were full of ladies in holiday 
attire and they showered flowers upon 
;he new commander as he pagped. 


The general aeeiued much pleased 


with his reception and upon arriving at 
,he palace formally took over the duties 
of the captain generalship, taking the 
jath of fealty over a CruciQi and Bible. 


The German warships which are here 


saluted the arrival of General Weyler, 
as did all the Spanish warships in port 
and the forts ashore. 


After the reception of the local mili- 


tary and civil authorities and clergy was 
completed, General Weyler appeared 
upon tho balcony of the palace aud re- 
iewed the troops. 
The march of the troops waa probably 


tne finest sight of .all. With the excep- 
tion of those actually on duty in the 
fort and the interior provinces all the 
infantry, cavalry, artillery, 
engineer 


and marine batalliuua and sailors form- 
ing the garrison of Havana, turned out 
in the neatest possible manner, uni- 
forma bright and clean, arms shining 
and bauds playing gallant music, until 
tho houses echoed and re-echoed with 
the crash of military music. 


Accompanying General Weyler wero 


Captains Gelabar and Linarea, known 
as "Military editors." They will most

away, Mr. Smith, Democrat of New Jer- 
sey, addressed the senate on the Monroe 
do'ctrine. 
Senator Smith announced 


that he waa opposed to the resolutions 
proposed by Ina colleague, Mr. Hewell, 
and Quite aa Etronglv opposed to those 
reported by the foreign relations com- 
mittee, and he supplemented these two 
assertions with the remark that he had 
very little sympathy with the position 
assumed by the senator from Colorado, 
(Woluott). There was, ho argued.no 
occasion for any action of any kind upon 
thia subject by the senate at this time. 
Both houaea of congress, by the pnaaa« 
of the resolution providing for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to determine 
tlie true divisional line between Yenez- 
•uttla and British Guiana, had done all 
that the President and secretary of state, 
charged with the responeihility of dip- 
lomatic negotiations with other powers 
desired, and all that the people ex- 
pected. 


Later on in his speech Senator Smith 


said: 
"The Monroo Doctrine does apply to 


the controversy between Great Britain 
and Venezuela, quite as truly and quite 
flfl justly aa if the flying squadron were 
now in a Venezuela port demanding the 
submission of a people who have won 
their independence. 
To define the 


methods by which a foreign power may 
accomplish its purpose by evading 
technicalities is to nullify absolutely the 
American principle upon 
which • we 


stand." 
The proper way and the only way to 


apply effectually the Monroe Doctrine 
in dealing with foreign powers, waa to 
apply it to each individual cage as it 
might arise. 


The ringing menage of the President 


of tbe United States, promptly support- 
ed by the unanimous vote of both bouses 
of congress and by the unanimous sen- 
timent of the country, was, he said, 
sufficient notice to e,very power in tbe 
civilized world that the Monroe Doc- 
trine waa a fixed niece of thia govern- 
ment, to be maintained in all casea and 
at all hazards. 
The senator believed the people were 


satisfied. "They," he said, "have had 
enough. They want no more jingoism. 
They are sick and tired of tbe constant 
injection of party politics and personal 
ambition into our dealings with other 
nations. They are Buffering from our 
inaction upon matters of moat vital im- 
portance. Indeed, :t ia a fact, and we 
may aa well admit it first .aa last, that 
the great majority of the people through- 
out the country are disgusted with -con- 
gress in general and the senate in par- 
ticular. The moat popular thing we 
could do today, and probably in the 
present condition of affairs, the moat 
beneficial thing we could do, wonld be 
to pass tbe necessary appropriation bills 
and co home.

Mr. Allen warned the Venezuelans 


against becoming over-elated at the atti-

whether the same be in the possession 
of private individuate or in the posses- 
sion of incorporated or other estates of 
deceased stockholders of said roads, or 
whether the same be in the possession 
of corporations, either railroaas or 
otherwise; 
provided, however, that 


nothing contained herein shall be con- 
strued as a legislative declaration of a 
waiver of rigbt3 under Etate lawfi upon 
the subject of shareholders' liability; 
and, in the event that said debts can- 
not be collected, then that the United 
States government assume the control, 
ownership and operation of aaid road?, 
and we hereby memorialize congress U> 
this effect." 


The resolution, will, its preamble, 


cannot be found In the volume which 
contains the statutes of 1S95. It should 
be there, but it is not. It was accident- 
ally discovered tbat it had "mysteriously 
disappeared." An investigation followed 
the discovery, and it was ascertained 
that the resolution passed the assembly 
on January 30,1S05, and that the sen- 
ate concurred in it on tbe sams d*y. 
Then and there it dropped out of sight. 
It was not flent to the governor nor to 
the state printer. 


Now comes tbe Sacramento Bte and 


announces that in tbe conrae of an in- 
vestigation instituted by itself the orig- 
inal resolution has been ioand "stored 
away in the vault adjoining the rooms 
occupied by the bureau of highway?, 
which rooms were recently occupied by 
the secretary of state." 
The Bte BITS 


further: 


"This document bears the signature of 


S. J.Duckworth, chief clerk of tha as- 
sembly, to the effect tbat it was adopted 
in.the assembly January 30,1S95, and 
the signature of Secretary Brandon, to 
tlie effect that it was adopted in the 
senate January 30, 
~* 
There is 


nothing to show that il was <;ver sent to 
the governor, or evon to th-* engrossing 
clerk, and the document, instead of 
being printed, is typewritten." 


So the final responsibility for this 


"mysterious disappearance1' at tbis 
date seems to real upon S. J. Duckworth 
or F. J. Brandon. In thin connection a 
fact noted by tbe San. Francisco-Exam- 
iner in itoiBBue of last Wednesday be- 
comes of interest. That paper says: 


"It is how remembered tbat Chief 


Clerk Dnckworth of tbe assembly loat 
thia same resolution on the floor of 'the 
"Well* while be had it in "bis possession 
for tbe purpose of transmitiing it to the 
senate. Duckworth managed to find it 
again but the next loss was final and 
fatal." 


Misfortune appears to bare followed 


Chief Cleik Duckworth in connection 
with this resolution, and, while it is 
conceivable that he may be able to prove 
that he ia innocent of guile, he.certainly 
is in a position, where he should be com- 
pelled to explain his connection with 
the matter. 


One thing ia vary clear: The case 


Eliould not be permitted to pass simply 
as a nine days' wonder. There are few 
crimes more serious than the deliberate 
suppression of a legislative resolution 
Buppasably (and actually in this case) 
involving the welfare of tbe people of an 
entire state. There are few crimes 
which can by any possibility be as far- 
reaching ia their scope. The opinion 
appears to have prevailed in some quar- 
ters that to have accomplished such a 
"mysterious 
disappearance" 
is 
a 


strategic movement of 
considerable 


brilliancy. To give the person who acts 
upon eucb an idea a chance to recon- 
sider his theory behind prison bars 
would be a salutary thing to do. So 
Duckworth should be called on to ex- 
plain. If he can shift the onus of re- 
Tesponsibility to eome other person, 
that person's actions should be investi- 
gated, and so on till tbe guilty party is 
leached. 


And while the case ia being investi- 


gated an earnest attempt should be 
made to demonstrate who is i'the power 
behind the throne" in this presumably 
criminal transaction. Of course the 
people know well enough, in advance of 
any investigation who is responsible, 
bat a demonstration is needed. Neither 
Duckworth nor any other clerk bad any 
direct interest in dropping that resolu- 
tion oat of Bipht. The one that did have 
IB the corporation whose Hcbemea it at- 
tacked. If the resolution was not loat 
through grossest negligence (and thia is 
hardly conceivable), the Southern Pa- 
cific schemers are responsible for the dis- 
appearance.

That would be bad enough, 
but worse possibilities are easily within 
the reach of the moat ordinary imagina- 
tion.

No deputy assessor wil 
call this year. From 7000 to 10,000 peO' 
pie muat takii a journey to the county 
eeat to give in a list of their property. 


The trouble eeema to grow out of a

combined light of the ten will not etm 
one arc lamp, yet, being ao much near 
the ground, the effect will be fine, an 
they will appear to give out really mo 
light than the arc lamps. 


It haa been suggested that the con 


house parK be lighted by incandesce 
lumps placed on the trunks of tree 
The cost of forty of such lampa would 
no greater than of four arc lamps, t 
number used at preeent. aii'l the efle 
would he fixr greater. With forty lain 
arranged all over the park it would pr 
eent a dazzling scene, especially in BUI 
mer when the trees are in full leaf. A 
other aJtv.int.ige of the incandesce 
lamps wonld be that thnground henea 
ihem would not be forever covered s 
electrocuted bujjs.

The moat significant statement today

The successful poultry raiser must be 


bright, active, patient and energetic anil 
have a liking for tbe business. Every 
orchardist and vineyardiat in Fresno 
_ounty has the ideal pnultry ranch, in a 
crude atate—climate, water, green feed, 
(alfalfa) anil shade, (fruit or other treea) 
for the fowls during the warm summer 
months. 


The proflt from eggs is small during 


the fruit season, as prices are low; also 
low during the raisin season when the 
fowls are moulting eo tho time can 
more advantageously be spent in har- 
vesting the fruit aud raisiua, but after 
this tbe attention can again be given to 
the poultry and with more or lesa suc- 


i according to the houses, breed and 


management. 


The houses shonld be built free from 


draught, to Eome extent to tho southern 
esnosure. 
Chickens should be pre- 


vented from roosting out of doors, where 
they are more or lese subjected to sud- 
den changes in the atmosphere, conse- 
quently diseases. 


The rooata and nests should be move- 


able aud easy of access, to be easily 
cleaned. 
Tbe nests always filled with short, 


fine straw should be burned and 
cleaned often. I prefer common coal 
oil cans for nest boxes, aa they afford no 
cracks for vermin, and can be easily 
burned out with ao danger of taking 


The roosts should bR saturated with 


coal oil to kill tue vermin. 
I use, the poultry house cleanings on 


aapflragns and strawberry plants, thus 
derivinK » profit from my poultry in an 
other channel. 
Cleanliness is very important.. 
What better breed can we Btart with 


than the I.etrhorn? Among their man 
virtues is their ability to lay eggs th 
year round. Even the chicks featbe.

of pepper in it every 
much toward inducing hens to lay iu 
cold weather. In having a large range, 
where the fowls can pick up bugs, 
worma and insects, the meat is uot so 
neeeaaarv. I remember a few years 
ago, during the raid of the army worm 
in the vineyards, how the hens profited 
thereby and also brought prolit to their 
owners. They had all the worms they 
could eat, and—to quote a REI'DBUCAS 
writer—"they got a hump on them- 
selves" and fairly deluged us with egge. 
The air was full of cackle and the nests 
full of epgs, although I must eay we did 
not have much appetite for them. We 
Bold them. I am not advocating army 
worms aa a regular .diet; I only mention 
this instance to show what an advantage 
it is to the owner to allow hia fowls a 
large range, for they keep the vineyards 
clear of insects, while benefiting them- 
selves. Of course one haa to contend 
with various diseases, such as gapea, 
roup, cholera, etc., though these will be 
lessened by extreme cleanliness. 


For ganes, perhaps the beat remedy 


ever tried is canatic lime in a dry, pow- 
dered atate. It may be either air or 
water slaked. Hold the chicken in the 
left hand, open its mouth with the 
thumb and forefinger, and with the 
other hand drop a pinch of lime into it. 
Hold it in this position a few seconds, 
until it in obliged to breathe, when it 
will inhale some of the lime, then let it 
po. Another remedy is camphor pills. 
Camphor ia a very strong vermifuge, and 
the worm dice. The parasite that causes 
gapes in fowls is of a red color and about 
three-quarters of an inch long. Th 
remedies are numerous, but the one 
mentioned are among the beat. Fo 
roup, wash their heads in a pohition of 
copperas water. 


For cbolera, the department of agri- 


culture publisheu the following: for 
this disease a very cheap and most 
effective 
disinfectant is a solution 


made by adding three pounda of tul- 
phuric add to forty gallons of water, or 
one-fourth pound of sulphuric acid to 
three and a half gallons of water, mis- 
ing evenly by stirring.

The case of the people against Clark 


E. Wood, charged with embezzlement, 
waa yiven to the jury at:: o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. 
After being out two 


lioure the jury reported to the court that 
an agreement could not be reached. 
They stood ten Ior acquittal and two for 
conviction. Judue Conley discharged 
them, and remanded the defendant to 
the custody of the sheriff. 


Attorney Tupper hegan his argument 


when court convened at H o'clock, antl 
epoke two hour?, from 11 to 12 and from 
1 to i*. 
Hia main contentions were on 


legal propositions of tho case. 
He 


urged that the indictment was invalid 
on the grounds that had been eet forth 
during the trial. He paid Iris respects 
to the late grand jury aud styled its in- 
dictments of Wood aa a deaire to "jump 
onto somebody." In its final report tlie 
grand jury elated that it had found four 
indictments and had examined 2(iii wit- 
nesses. Only three witnesses had been 
examined in tha case of Clark Wood. 
"The 
grand jury had to make some 


showing," said Mr. Tupper, "and 
this 


unfortunate defendant got it in the 
neck. The grand jury reported that 
Armstrong & DeGuerre had presented a 
fraudulent bill to the county, $800 in es- 
ceBa of what they were entitled to. The 
statute says that any one who presents 
a false and fraudulent claim to the 
county ia guilty of a felony. 
Why did 


not the grand jury indict Armstrong & 
DeGuerrc? No, they had to indict this 
poor, unfortunate devil, Clark Wood." 


The attorney argued that the prosecu- 


tion had failed to make out any case ex- 
cept ou the testimony of Reporter Mad- 
8BU of the REPUBLICAN. He paid a trib- 
ute to 
sensational journalism, 
and 


argued that tue defendant's admissions 
to the reporter had to be taken with 
gome grains of allowance. Mr. Tupper 
again reviewed the technicalities of the 
case, and closed with an eloquent plea 
for mercy. 
Hfl quoted both from the 


Bible and from Shakepeare. 


District Attorney Snow then closed 


the argument. He averred that the in- 
dictment was valid. After replying to 
further yomta brought out by the de- 
fendant'a counsel Mr. Snow closed. 


Judge Couley then read his instruc- 


tions to to the jury, whlcu were eomu- 
what lengthy.

GOVEKNMEXT BC1LD1SC. 


A letter from Congre^rniui Eowerd 


waa read regarding an appropriation 
for a pnblic building in Fresno. He 
gave a history of bills which he hnd in- 
troduced for that purpose, and while be 
declared that tbe outlook for the past-age 
of such a hill at the present session of 
congress wae anything bnt encouraging, 
he yet promised to do the best be could. 
He stated that no appropriation for a 
public bui'.dinE had passed congress for 
four yeara; and about forty appropria- 
tions which were passed before that 
time havo'never yet amounted to any- 
thing. Not a lick of work has been 
done under their provision, because the 
bureau of architecture ie twenty yeara 
behind with the work which comes be- 
fore it; and if an appropriation for a 
Fresno build IDC should be passed it 
would be ten years before the architects 
could get tho plans ready. 


Congressman Bowers ia a humoriat. 


He no doubt dealt with the cold facts of 
the case, but he presented the difficult- 
ies and drawbacks under which public 
buildings are secured in a way which 
amaeed white it instructed. It toned 
down the hilarious hope of some of the 
members of the Chamber of Commerce 
and opened their eyes to the stony 
road which must be traveled by the ten- 
derfeat of a devoted congressman who 
tries to make a showing for his constitu- 
ents in the way of public buildings. 


Mr. Bowers stated that he had pre- 


sented bills fnr a public building at San 
Diego, Fresno and Viealia, and after 
seeing that tbe ethree bills had safely 
reached the proper place he had left 
them to take their respective courses, 
without any special recommendation for 
any one of the hills. 


The chamber discussed the matter, 


and some thought the outlook was blue. 
Nevertheless, it was decided to collect 
statistics and forward to Mr. Bowers, 
and to urge him to keep pushing the 
proposition. 


Mr. Roichman said that we should 


atrive to secure the appropriation, even 
If not a stroke of work on the building 
Bhonld be done in ten years, for the very 
£aet that Fresno had-secured the appro- 
priation would be n great thing in its 
favor. 


He said further that Fresno ia the 


chief city of Central California, and that 
it should have tha building, and that 
Viealta and San Diego should not stand 
in the way. Not only is there a large 
amount of federal business being trans- 
acted here now, bnt in the near future 
it is probable there will be a federal 
court here, and tbe Viealia land office 
should

CHIMERIC PHANTASMAGORIA. 


A Correspondent's Opinion of a 


Raisin Combine. 


EDJTOK REPPBUCAS :—I will give my 


reasons why the scheme to form a syn- 
dicate to handle the raisin crop upon 
the plan euggested would not work. 
First, the same plan has been submit- 
ted to the growers nearly every year lor 
the p&st six years, and rejected. Tbe 
wan who tfilk? abont organizing a 
echeme to handle the ciop upon the 
cash basis, in the sweat box, at any 
price, even aa high aau cents per pound, 
with a guarantee of 90 per cent of the 
crop, is wasting hia time. There would 
be at least oO per cent of the growers 
who would bang back and say, "Oh, 
he scheme ia good; go abead with it, 
jut I would prefer to be one of those 
vho will represent tho 10 oer cent." 


Any syndicate or company formed for 
hat purpose would be a failure from 
ack of coutldence by the growers, in 
ho genuineness both of the scheme aud 
and of the men who would compose it. 
" t is tbe same old, old story. 


In my bumble judgment, the best am! 


mly thing that can be done at present 
9 to encourage co-operation of growers, 
ind to encourage co-operative com- 
>aniea to co-cperate for the purpose of 
idling. Aleo encourage buybra to get 
n and buy, whether they represent ayn- 
dicatea, companies or firms, and if we 
can establish a competition among buy- 
ers we will get fair prices, but it would 
>e utterly impossible to get 90 per cent 
of the raiein growers to agrea to any- 
ibing, or to draw a contract BO binding 
and tie them down so tiyhi that they 
won't kick loose. 


There ia no doubt whatever that if any 


pereon, firm or syndicate could get 00 
per cent of tho entire output of raisins 
of California at 23^ cents per pound he 
could double hia nionoy, and probably 


3ell out before tbe gooda ever leave 
Fresno, but he can't get 90 per cent at 
any price or upon any terms or condi- 
tion?.
